I turned over the plans etc., to Wessrs J. Hug & Co., who 
forwarded them,together with complete instructions,to the 
American Car and Foundry Co. 

As the date specified for submitting the bids ( Noven- 
ber 27, 1912) would hardly leave sufficient time for the 
American company to present the details of their tenders as 
usually reauired, I have arranged with Sir George Macauley 
to permit them to submit the amount of their bids by cable 
through their Cairo agents and to forward the necessary 
details by mail. 

[4s suggested in my despatch No. 241 of the 15th instant 
in regard to the Consolidation Coal Company, I would also 
respectfully suggest that the Department interest itself in 
the present matter and if possible bring pressure to bear 
upon the American Car and Foundry Company in order to induce 
them to estimate their bids at a sufficiently low figure 
which could mm reasonably be expected to assure success. 

I cannot impress too strongly upon the Department the 
necessity for American success in tenders for Egyptian Govern- 
ment supplies. Success in this quarter would act as a very 
impottant advertisement for our general trade in this country, 
Which now amounts to only 1.2 % of Egypt's, total import trade. | 
Until we Bhall have secured a firmer foothold here it will be 
necessary for the American firms now offering tenders to the 
Egyptian Government to do the pioneer work, and to be willing 
to accept small profits in order to underbid our Continental 
competitors. 

In this connection I may inform the Department that

The larger steamers going into the Mediterranean from Atlantic coast 
orts all carry passengers, and it is out of the question securing any 
ree deck e.

For some reason, the drawings were delayed in transit. = 
and arrived here November 27th, the day the prices were to be in at ea 
Cairo. For this reason, we were not in position to make a tender. 3 

There was one fufther complication in connection with the matters 
viz, these standard gauge cars were asked to be delivered boxed whole, 
ready to put in service without other work than taking the boxing off 
them. Each car, would, therefore, make a ery vay package, one 
approximately 11/0" x 12'0" x 70'0" long and while it is possible to 
transport cars in this manner across the Mediterranean, it is quite out 
of the question carrying them across the North Atlantic in this manner. 
There was an indication that we could, perhaps, at our own expense anu 
risk, ship them knocked down, but the late arrival of the drawings 
precluded our making up prices. 

We desire that the Consulate at Cairo should understand that 


our not tendering, was not caused by any circumstance over which we had 
any control.

PROCLAMATION 


e By the General Officer Commanding in Chief 
His Britannic Majesty’s Forces in Egypt. 


WHERISAS it has for military reasons been decided to 
proceed immediately with the doubling of the State Railway 
line between Zagazig and Ismailia ; 

AND WHEREAS the Egyptian Government, in whom 
all !ands taken for the purposes of such doubling will vest, 
are preparing the measures necessary for the expropriation 
of the said lands in due form of law, but it is impossible 
to complete such measures prior to the date at which 
possession of such lands is required ; 


AND WHEREAS TIT am informed that in so far as the 
said existing line is adjacent to land in private ownership 
the existing boundaries thereof haye been duly delimitated 
and marked by boundary posts and are, save in exceptional 
cases, accepted by the owners of the adjacent land ;° 

NOW, [, John Grenfell Maxwell, in exercise of the 
powers vested in me as General Officer Commanding in 
Chief His Britannic Majesty’s Forces in Egypt, 


HEREBY ORDER FOLLOWS : 


1.—The State Railway Department is authorized to take 
immediate possession of any lands required for the purpose 
of doubling the said State Railway line between Zagazi¢ and 
Ismailia. 


AS 


2.—So far as the price of lands so taken shall hereafter 
he fixed under the provisions of the Laws as to the eX propria- 


tion of land for purposes of public utility, whether by avree- 


ment or by decision of a court of law, the Mudir or Governor 
or the court is authorized and required to inelude in the 
price so fixed reasonable and proper compensation in respect 
of the occupation of such lands prior to the time at which 
possession thereof could have been taken under the provisions 
of such laws. 


Such compensation may be in the form either of interest 
upon the capital sum payable or of payment for crops upon 
the ground or partly in one form and partly in the other. 

3.-—Kvery owner of land which is being taken for the 
purposes above-mentioned, and every person interested in 
such land, who disputes the accuracy of the railway 
houndary marks or who desires to maintain that the land so 
taken is for any reason of greater value than the land 
immediately adjacent to it shal\give written notice to the 
Mudir or Governor reserving his rights without delay and 
in any case not later than the 15th day of December 1915.

I have the honor to report as follows relative tec 
my efforts to secure, while on leave of absence in America 
last spring, contracts for the supply of equipment for the 
Egyptian State Railways. * 

Owing to the inability of the Egyptian State Rail- 
ways to secure, during the war, new equipment for the 
maintenance of their permanent way and rolling stock, and 
to the fact that a large part of their already depleted 
equipment was utilized in the construction and operation of 
the military railroads constructed for the campaign in 
Palestine and Syria, they were in urgent need of 4 great 
variety of new equipment. 

Formerly, supplies for the Egyptian State Railways 
were secured through international tender, the contracts 
usually going to British, Belgian, German, Austrian and 
French manufacturers, In view of the international situa- 
tion after the war, it was practically impossible for any 


European manufacturers, aside from the British, to furnish 


the

equipment needed, and it was possible that even the British 


would find difficulty in doing so. Consequently there seem=- 
ed an excellent opportunity for American manufacturers to 
secure contracts for the supply of the equipment so much 
needed by the Egyptian State Railways, 

I discussed the above situation at length with the 
General Manager of the Egyptian State Railways, in March 
last, before my departure from Egypt. In consequence 
thereof, he furnished me with a list of the equipment needed 
for the immediate future, together with certain plans and 
specifications. While I knew that there would undoubtedly 
be considerable pressure brought to bear by London to pre- 
vent the contracts being given outside Great Britain, I felt 
confident from my conversation with the General Manager that 
he would favorably consider American offers and accept those 
that would prove satisfactory as regards prices and com- 
pliance with his specifications, 

Upon reaching Washington I discussed the matter with 
the Director of the Consular Service. Acting under his 
instructions and in cooperation with the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce, I received at the New York office of 
that Bureau, between May 6th and 14th 1919, representatives 
of a limited number of American manufacturers who had been 
invited to call upon me, I carefully explained the situation 
to these ee in private interviews, and allowed 
them to take copies of the plans and specifications in my 
possession, Before leaving New York I sent to each repre- 
sentative who had called upon me a memorandum recapitulating 
the situation as I had explained it to them verbally, A co- 

- py of the memorandum is enclosed herewith, I am as 

o closing a list of the manufacturers who called upon me 
during my stay in New York,

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Upon my return to Cairo en route to Beirut, I saw 
the Director General of the railways and gave to him the 
communications I had received from American manufacturers, 
and again discussed with him the subject of the supply of 
equipment from America, 
I am very much gratified to be able to report that 
as a result of my efforts the Egyptian State Railways have 
placed an initial order for 50 locomotives with the Baldwin | 
Locomotive Works, at a price which will reach apporximately 
f 2,000,000.00, I enclose herewith in this connection a | 
copy of a letter I have received from the General Manager / 
of the Railways. : 
During a recent visit to Egypt, I saw General Sir 
George Macauley, formerly General Manager of the railways, 
and who is now Adviser to the new Ministry of Communica- 
tions. In speaking of their order for the locomotives 
he stated that they also hoped to place orders in America 
with the firms whose representatives I had seen, for 
passenger and freight cars and other equipment,

the American Consulate General at Beirut, Syria, 


Owing to the inability of the Egyptian State Ratlways to 
secure, during the wary new equipment for the maintenance of thetr 
permanent way and rolling stock and to the fact that a large part 
of their already depleted equipment was yjtilized in the constructim 
and operation of the military railroads constructed for the campaign 
in Palestine and Syria, they are at present in need of a creat 
variety of new equipment. 


Formerly, supplies for the Egyptian State Railways were se~ 
cured through international tender, the contracts usually going 
to British, Belgian, German and French manufacturers, In view, 
however, of the present International situation it is practi- 
cally impossible for any European manufacturers, aside from the 
British, to furnish the equipment neede, and it is possible that 
even the British may find difficulty in doing so at the present 
time. Consequently, there is now an excellent opportunity for - 
American manufacturers of railway equipment to secure contracts 
for the supply of the material so0 much needed by the Epyptian 
State Railways. 


I discussed the above situation at length with the General 
Manager of the Egyptian State Railways in March last, before my 
departure from Egypt. “hile there will undoubtedly be considerable 
pressure brought to bear by the British to prevent the contracts 
being given outside of Great Britain, I am confident that the 
General Manager will favorably consider American offers and will 
accept those tht are satisfactory as regards prices and compliance 
with his specifications. 


Before leaving Cairo, the General Manager furnished me with 
a list of the equipment needed for the immediate future, copy of 
which is attached hereto, I will deal with the items separately 
in the order in which they appear on the list.

ways. If he is satisfied with such preliminary offers and accom- 
panying proposals, copies of complete specifications and drawings

With the exception of item "G" (steel plates) and "I" (rails 
no specifications are given, In this connection, however, I should 
be informed, at the above address, as to manufacturer's base prices 
for their standard or stock sizes, etc. This information will also 
be given personally to the General Manager, In certain instances 
he might telegraph orders direct to the manufacturers for their 
stahdard sizes, etc., or he may telegraph or write asking for of+ 
fers for the supply of such equipment according to certain spe= 
‘cifications, 


It is advisable that American manufacturers who desire to 
bid for the supply of equipment for the Egyptian State Railways 
should observe that competition with British firms will be en« 
countered, both in respect to prices and because of political 
considerations, The success of any American bidder will depend 
upon his ability to comply with the specifications and upon the 
prices quoted, As a limited number of American manufacturers have © 
been invited to bid for "these supplies, there will also be compe= 
tition among themselves, It is, therefore, hoped that in order 
that every advantage might be taken to secure for America this 
initial orderyi, no attempt should be made to gain excessive profits, 
There is much.future business to be secured with the Egyptian

; The necessary information not being forth-coming, 
on August 10, 1922 this matter was again brought to the 
attention of the American Minister and attention was di- 
rected to the fact that the bids would be open only until 
October 12th and that there was, therefore, barely suffi- 
cient time for American manufacturers to tender and that 
any further delay in obtaining this information would 
result in barring American concerns from competing. 

On August 14, 1922, the American Minister noti- 
fied this office that he had personally brought the matter 
to the attention of the Ministry of Poreign Affairs but 
this has apparently been without result and the time has 
now passed wherein it will be possible to submit the spe- 
cifications to American concerns as it would not be pos- 
sible for them to file bids on such short notice. 

Prior to the early part of this year this Consu- 
late was permitted to communicate directly with the diffe- 
rent Departments of the various Ministries on purely rou- 
tine and commercial matters such as obtaining statistical 
tables and specifications but upon my return to Egypt in 
April I was informed that new instructions had been issued 
to the Consulate to communicate only through the American 
Diplomatic Agency. Formerly when direct communication 
was permitted prompt results were obtained but since the 
inauguration of the new system it is impossible to get 
essential information for the proper promotion of Ameri- 
can commercial interests in this country. 

In a private conversation with one of the highest 
officials of the Ministry of Communications he unoffi- 
Cially informed me that his Department would. require, 
among other things, 330 locomotives but that he would 

| keep 
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keep the first tenders down to 20 locomotives with a 
view to introducing internal combustion engines for the 
use of fuel oil, which is produced in Egypt, thus ob- 
viating the necessity of importing coal. For obvious 
reasons this is opposed by British interests as British 
coal imports for the railway are considerable. He sug- 
gested that the necessary information about the loco- 
motive requirements would be supplied to me if I would 
request it but I explained the necessity of transmitting 
this request through the American Minister and the Foreign 
Office. He then wees that if it came in that way he was 
sure it would not/brought to his attention as there was 
strong influence in favor of diverting these opportuni- 
ties to British mam facturers. 

The preceding is merely one instance and to 
counteract this unfortunate state of affairs it is res- 
pectfully suggested that there be a return to the former 
method of obtaining information and that representations 
be made along these lines to the Egyptian Government as 
under the existing system American trade with Egypt is 
suffering heavy losses.

until September 7, 1922, a matter of practically six weeks. 
This Consulste hes not been informed whether or not other 
communications took place beyond the interview of August 
14, 1922. 

In the original notification as published in the 
JOURNAL OFFICIEL it was stated that specifications would 
be supplied only to firms on the Administration's official 
list and I naturally presumedtheat this was the cause of the 
non-success of the Minister in obtaining a copy but from 
the communication above referred to it now appears that the 
cost of the specifications was the obstacle. Had I been 
informed of this in the begiming I could have directed the 
Minister's attention to the Department's Instruction No.192 
it Vebrdany 27, 1913 which authorizes the purchase of 
important specifications. 

In view of the Minister's failure to secure the 
specifications for the locomotives and the tone of finality 
of his letter of September 8, 1922, I took the matter up 
unofficially and privately with a high official of the 
Ministry of Communications with the result that I wes at 
once supplied with a free copy of the specifications.

The specifications with plans attached are being 
sent to the Department to-day, under separate registered 
cover. 

The bids must be in the hands of the General Mana- 
ger of the Egyptian State Railways, Cairo Station, Cairo, 
Egypt, before 10 a.m. October 12, 1922, and as the time 
available for submitting tenders is now so short as to be 
impossible for American firms to take advantage of the 
trade opportunity I have secured a personal promise from 
the Ministry of Finance, through the Ministry of Communi- 
cations, that the present call for bids will be cancelled 
and that new bids will be called for shor afterwards 
using the same specifications. This arrangement has been 
made as the Ministry cannot extend the time for the sub- 
mission of tenders but this will accomplish the same pur- 
pose. 

For the reasons set forth in my despatch No. 596 
dated September 5, 1922, subject: EGYPTIAN APPRENTICES TO 
BE SENT TO THE UNITED STATES as both for the protection 
of the officials of the Egyptian Ministries concerned and 
the necessity for keeping the postponement plan secret 
it would not be safe to submit a copy to the Minister as 
both British commercial interests and Government officials 
are determined, if possible, to have opportunities of this 
character placed in the hands of British manufacturers only. 

It will be recalled that in 1920 when American loco- 
motive manufacturers secured a contract for the supplying

of locomotives to the Egyptian State Railways the 
matter caused many bitter newspaper comments and British 
commercial propagandists were extremely active. 

In bringing these specifications to the attention 
of possible bidders great emphasis should be leid on the 
fact that bids will not be considered unless the bidder 
has sn agent in Bgypt and in this connection [I believe the 
Americen Chamber of Commerce of Egypt, No. 1 Rue Ancienne 
Bourse, Alexandria, would prove of great assistance in 
securing agents, if necessary, by telegraph. This Con- 
sulate will naturally cooperate to the fullest extent pos- 
sible.

I found an opportunity to bring up the subject of preferences 
alleged to have been shown British bidders in respect to loco= 
motives as reported in Cons Maynard*s confidential dispatch 


to the Department No. 595, d sunt, 5, 1922, the pertinent 


part of which was the following: 

"In a private conversation with one of the highest 
officials of the Ministry of Communications, he unofficially 
informed me that his department would require among other things, 
330 locomotives, but that he would keep the first tenders down 
to 20 locomotives with a view to introducing internal combustion 
engines for the use of fuel 011 which is produced in Egypt, thus 
obviating the necessity of importing coal. For obvious reasons 
this is opposed by British interests as British coal imports 
for the railway are considerable. He suggested that the neces- 
sary information about the locomotive requirements would be 
supplied to me if I would request it, but I explained the new 
cessity of transmitting this request through the American 
Minister and the Foreign Office, He then stated that if it 
came in that way he was sure it would not be brought to his 
attention as there was strong influence in favor of diverting 
these opportunities to British manufacturers."

OPENING UP HE SUDAN. 


An essential step in the economic development of the 
Sudan has now been achieved in the completion of the 
Kassala Railway which was opened for traffic on May 3. 
Whether from the point of view of the consumer of raw 
produce abroad, of the material and political interests 
of the Government, or of the general well~-being of the 
native population the value of this railway cannot be 
exaggerated. A glance at a map shows that, while most 
of the Sudan is served by railways and river, the eastern 
districts are devoid of such facilities, for the Atbara 
and Rahad rivers are of little use for transport of 
produce. The Eastern Sudan has in the past been obliged 
to depend almost entirely on a most inadequate supply of 
camels for the carriage of its imports and exports, and 
under these conditions has been able to meke little progress. 
Hitherto, the natural resources of Kassale could not be 
brought into action, and its potentially important economic 
position has been nullified. Not only will the railway 
enable the Sudan forthwith to add substantially to the 
output of these resources, but it will also help to 
strengthen the ecomomic fabric of the country and place it 
on @ much broader basis. If Kassala town is taken as 
the centre ofba circle with a radius of 250 miles, the 
circumference will touch or contain a number of important 
points, vis., Suakin on the Red Sea; Massawa, the port 
of Italien Britrea; Khartoum, Atbara, the junction of the 
Nile and Red Sea Railway, Wad Medani, on the Blue Nile- 
Kordofan Railway, and Thamian, the junction of the railway 


with 


the Port Sudan line. Moreover, as it adjoins Erithrea 
in the north and Abyssinia in the South, Kassala 
province is well situated for the devel opment ef a | 
frontier trade, which at present amount to about & 50,000 
@ year. 

In cotton and livestock alone Kassala possesses two 
assets which will more than justify the new reilway. If 
is the former with which, of course, Great Britain is 
more particularly concerned. Egyptian cotton of long 
staple and good quality is already being grown under the 
auspices of the Kassala Cotton Compeny, which holds a 
concession in the nature of a three@cornered partnership 
between the Sudan Government, the native cultivator and 
the company itself. But the quantity produced has so 
far been limited by difficultiew of transport, a camel 
trek of over 500 miles being involved. With railway 
communication now effected with the sea, there will be 
nothing to hinder the further exploitation of the fertile 
valley known as the East Delta where the company has 
planned to pursue its activities on an extensive scale. 
Taking the labour factor into account, and allowing for 
sufficient lend for grain production, it is estimated that 
within three of four years after the opening of the rail- 
way the area of cotton in the Gash Delta cen be increased 
to 50,000 acres and within ten years of that date to 100,000. 
On these areas, taking the provisional estimates of the 
average yield likely to be obteined at 200 18 of lint

25,000 bales of 400 lb. to twice that amount. This, 
even if all other direct or indirect benefits are left 
out of account, the new railway, regarded as a cotton 
proposition, has extremely attractive features.

Advice as to previous tenders has not always 
been received in time to allow American firms to bid and the lack of 
time in addition to other disadvantages imposed upon American firms 
has so far prevented much participation in this trade which, so far 
as American ties are concerned, has gone largely to British Columbia. 


Vice-Gonsul Geist has therefore by his fine cooperation put 
the Lumber Division in a position to materially assist American 
firms to go after this businesss For the purpose of protecting the 
Vice-Consal‘s source of information we shall not bring this advance 
information to the attention of tie exporters generally unless and 
until the matter may become public otherwise. Inasmuch as North

A number of southern pine and southern hardwood firms have 
made arrangements with Egyptian lumber firms to handle lumber for 
them and we shall also bring the matter to the attention of these 
particular American firms. However, we ate advising them that 
undoubtedly only Douglas fir ties will be purchased but that they 
may wish to take the matter up with their Egyptian connections. 


All advice given to the tie export trade about this matter 
will be confidential and as shown the distribution will be limited. 
If before October the matter becomes public from other sources it 
may then be desirable for us to advise our lumber export trade 
generally but for the time being we shall restrict information to 
4merican tie exporters on the Pacific Coast and the ten or twelve 
southern firms which have Egyptian agents.

I am sorry that the Vice Consul did not give us the name of the 
Alexandria agent for whom he is seeking connection. It seems to me 
that this is a good trade opportunity and should have been handled 
in the ordinary way. In view of the urgency of this matter, we 
Commnicated the Consul's message to our exporters as it was received. 
Although we have always made it clear to our contacts that Consuls 
can not assume any responsibility in regard to the standing of agents 
and importers, I can not help but feel that it would have been a wiser 
plan for the Consul to give us the name of this connection, in order 
to enable us to check up on the firm, 


The consequence will no doubt be an overburdening of correspondence 
and as only one exporter can be accommodated the others are bound to 
be disappointed. We have always found that by giving the inquirer's 
name to our exporters in inviting them to correspond direct we are both 
eliminating any possible misunderstanding in acting as transmitting 
agents and it also places the full burden of securing financial informe- 
tion in regard to the inquirer on the exporter. 


It will be appreciated if the Vice Consul will kindly give us full 
particulars in regard to the inquirer and inform us on the matter.

Efforts have been made to obtain the names of the lumbfr 
companies represented by agents in Egypt in connection with’ thes 
tenders called for by the Egyptian State Railways on May + 
last, and it is learnt that Back, Manson & Hornblower offered 8 
‘prices in behalf of the Millars Timber and Trading Company, Ltd., 
of London. ‘The Commercial Estates Company assert that the bids 
offered by them were submitted on behalf of a local agent. 
Cummings & Company and Townsend Brothers have persistently evaded 
efforts to learn the names of their principals; and it is thought 
that these were Canadian or London houses. This information 
was not available at the office of the General Manager of the 


Egyptian State Railways in Cairo.

The Department is informed that the 200,000 sleepers 
which were contracted for by the Canusa Trading Company 
through the tenders of May second, as previously reported, 
have arrived in Egypt; and the total quantity bore the stamp 
of the Douglas Fir Exploitation and Export Company of Seattle, 
Washington, which supplied the whole lot. 

The American company, accomwling to latest telegraphic 
advices, is now planning to tender directly through Binney, 
Borg and Company of this city for the million dollars worth 
of material presently required by the Egyptian State Railways 
according to tenders to be opened November 17th. 

In view of the value of this contract and of its in- 
portance to American business I called upon the General Manager 
of the Egyptian State Railways in Cairo and obtained important 
concessions, whereby it became possible for American firms to 
offer their prices for seven days instead of forty, with the 
option of maintaining their bids or raising them according 
to fluctuations of freight rates. Reference in this respect 
is made to a copy of my letter to the Douglas Fir Exploitation 
& Export Company, Seattle, Washington, dated October 10, 1925. 

It is reasonably certain that if American firms submit 
tenders for the supply of this material in accordance with 
the terms of the Rayp tian Government the business will be 
secured; as the Canusa Trading Company appears to be the only 
vital competitor, which has had to secure its material from 


an American firm,

the primary purpose of sending the message of Sep temb 


1925 was to confirm officially the information privately obtain 


in July from the Secretary General of the Egyptian State kail- 
roads. This confirmation, it was thought, would serve as = 
general trade information to American lumber exporters and i = j 
consequently of special value to the Lumber Division, which. s E| 
undoubtedly desired to have a confirmation of the July 3list 
cable at the carliest possible moment. 
Te cable was sent at the expense of Binney, Borg & Company; 
but it may be carefully observed that the wording "a qualified 
local company" covered any of the reliable firms applying to 


this office at that time for American lumber connections. In

this regard reference is made to the Lumber Division's 
statement, to wit: 


‘ 


"I am sorry that the Vice Consul did not give us 

the name of the Alexandria agent for whom he is 

seeking connection, It seems to me that this is 

a good trade opportunity and should have been 

handled in the ordinary way. In view of the 

urgency of this matter, we communicated the Consul's 

message to our exporters as it was received. Al- 

though we have always made it clear to our contacts 

that Consuls can not assume any responsibility in 

regard to the standing of agents and importers, I 

can not help but feel that it would have been a 

wiser plan for the Consul to give us the name of 

this connection, in order to eable us to check 

up on the firm. 

The consequence will no doubt be an overburdening 

of correspondence and as only one exporter can be 

accommodated the others are bound to be disappointed," 

It may be permitted to observe that the utmost discretion 
is used at this end in handling these important contracts; 
and at the moment when the cable was sent this office was 
in touch with a number of reliable firms who were qualified 
and desired to represent Amsrican lumber exporters, ‘The 
experience here has been that there is a decided need of 
being able to check up also on American lumber companies, 
as was demonstrated in connection with the May 2d tenders 
when the business was lost through tie inability of the 
Niedermeyer Martin Lumber Company of Portland, Oregon to 
finance a contract with the Egyptian State Railways. It 
is obvious that if the name of the Alexandria agent had 
been communicated generally to the trade one firm 
might have received a number of offers which would have 
embarrassed the local representative and resulted in delay 
and possible damage to American houses. ‘his situation 
was advisedly anticipated, and inasmuch as the time element 


was of considerable importance what seemed to be the wisest 


course 


=, 

course was followed. Furthermore it is not understood 
how it might be  ossible to check up on a local firm more 
advantageously in Washington than in this city where actual 
contact is afforded, and where credit information is also 
immediately available. 

It is observed also by the Lumber Division that this 
was @ good trade opportunity and should have been handled 
in the ordinary way. In explanation it may be pointed out 
that the cables of July 3lst and September 4th were purposely 
sent to Washington in order that these trade opportunities 
should be handled in the cot ienag way, namely through the 
Lumber Division of the Department of Commerce, which Division, 
it was confidently felt, would be thus enabled to organize 
and disseminate the information to the advantage of American 
lumber exporters in a way that only that office could ef- 
fectively perform. 

the problems in connection with these tenders have 
to be carefully studied here; and considerable effort has 
been expended both in cooperating with the Lumber Division 
of the Department of Commerce and with American firms who 
were in a@ position to bid for these contracts. In fact, 
experience has shown that much detailed information, which 
has to be furnished American exporters contemplating making 
offers, is sent. in response to specific questions arising 
during the course of the negotiations. Indeed, the only 
American firm which bid for this large contract on November 
17th, when the tenders were opened, was the pouglas rir 
txploitation and sxport vompany of Seattle, Washington, 
with whom this office has been conducting correspondence 


for a considerable time past. xeference to copies of the

letters which have passed between this Consulate and the 
above-mentioned company during the last six months will 
witness the ‘Liana amount of work which has been performed on 
behalf of this firm. ‘the actual results of the tenders are 
not known; as the Sgyptian State nailways Administration 
does not announce its decision until after a period of forty 
days. vertain advance information has been secured and a 
full report in the premises for the information of the Lumber 
vivision will be made in a few days as soon as the data is 
properly organized and tabulated. Il am reliably informed, 
however, that the Douglas Fir Exploitation and Export Company 
bid 328 milliemes per sleeper, The Canusa Trading Company 
307 milliemes and the Canadian frading Company 322 milliemes. 

Reference is also made to the Department's memorandum 
of November 2, 1925 (File No. 166 6121/210) transmitting a 
copy of a letter from the Chief of the Lumber Division of 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce dated October 
26, 1925 referring to a copy of a letter dated August 29, 
1925 addressed by this Consulate to the Red River Lumber 
Company, Westwood, California.

The Chief of the Lumber Division points out "assuming 
that Binney, | Company is a good agent, ‘eonfidential- 
ly it is to be regretted that they have been connected with 
the Niedermeyer Martin Lumber Company, which is only a small 
broker not previously known to have handled any large orders", 
Te connection was established only seven days before the 
closing of the tenders of May 24 last, and was the result 
ofa telegraphic inguiry received by this dcnmetnite from 
the Amer ican firm, While this office was unable to inform 
itself of the actual standing of the American company, it 
was sure of the integrity of the local representative, which | 
assurance, it must be conceded, is the primary responsibility 
of American representatives in the field, ‘the local firm 
undertook negotiations with the Niedermeyer Martin Lumber 
Company strictly on its own responsibilities, ‘The results 
of these May second tenders demonstrated the fact that 
American companies were not seriously attempting to secure 
the tie contracts offered by the Egyptian State Railroads, 
obviously not having taken advantage of the trade opportunity

Line), extraordinary effort has been made by this office to 
bring American companies effectively into the field by 


overcoming as far as possible the objectionable conditions

Careful note has been made of the valued observations 
contained in the letter dated October 26th from the Chief 
of the Lumber Division to the Department requesting that 
these trade opportunities be handlel hereafter only through 
the Lumber Division. while this Consulate is most desirous 
of cooperating to the uttermost with the Lumber Division of 
the Department of Commerce, it must, certainly, wisely 
determine the proper course of action when the time dement 
is of cardinal importance. It is confidently felt that 
should these negotiations have been conducted in any other 
manner than that followed recently in connection with the 
million dollar contract of Nove nber 17th, the Douglas Fir 
Exploitation and Export Company would not have secured the 
opportunity of submitting their bids, 

Finally it may be generally observed that it is quite 
difficult to combine in the most perfect degree the specialized 
commercial information available both in Washington in 7 
respect to the potentialities of American business firms and 
here with regard to local apportunities and exigencies. 
‘American firms desiring . open negotiations in Egypt require 
first-hand information touching actual conditions in this 
country, and to this end address themselves directly to the 
American representatives on the spot. It is the experience 
of this office that through these media tangible results 
are achieved ; and therefore it appears judicious to vouchsafe 
as much diecvetina to the field representatives regarding 


these important matters as may be consonant with the general

tion & Export Company and Messrs. J. J. Moore & Co. to the same con-” 
tractor, i.e. Messrs. Binney, Borg & Company. “NC 


It will be appreciated if you will be good enough to refer to our 
letter of October 28, referring to previous letters addressed by Consul 
Geist in regard to Egyptian tie tenders to the Red River Lumber Company, 
Westwood, California, and the Niedemeyer Martin Iwmber Company, Portland, 
Oregon. 


It is to be regretted that the Consul referred all four American 
firms interested in tie business to the one tie contractor. Should 
two or more of these firms have submitted bids to Messrs. Binney, Borg & 
Company for submission to the Egyptian State Railways, Binney Borg & - 
Company would be in a position to play these American firms against each — 
other as for instance submit only the bid of the particular firm that ; 
might agree to give him the largest commission.

Another element in the situation is the fact that the Consul is not 
in a position to know the character of the American firms who may place 
their interests in his hands in seeking an Egyptian agent to handle bids 
on ties. While the Douglas Fir Exploitation & Export Company is our

largest lumber export corporation and capable of carrying out any 
undertaking they may make and Messrs. J.J.Moore & Company are also 

one of our largest lumber export firms, the two previous firms addressed 
by the Consul are, for reasons specified in our previous correspondence, 
not in a position to undertake Egyptian tie business. 


The Immber Division has been greatly indebted to Consul Geist for 
his enterprise in getting fast information to us when tie business is 
in prospect and giving us considerable information on the business. 
We should like especially to compliment him upon his letters of October 10 
and 21 to the firms above noted, in which he advises them so well as to 
the method of selling ties to the Egyptian government. His statements 
are so pertinent that we are taking extracts from these letters to put 
into a Circular on "Egyptian State Railway Tie Purchase Methods", 
credited to Consul Geist, which we shall send to tie exporters interested 
in arranging to bid on later Egyptian government business. 


In these particular letters, there is the reference to requirements 
which would exclude small firms in this Country from bidding. There is 
the requirement calling on the bidder to put in a Banker's letter of 
credit covering one-tenth of the value of the material. There is also 
the requirement that successful bidders mst carry the material on their 
own account until it arrives in Egypt. Such requirements would auto- 
matically exclude many of our tie exporters and the Consul will, there- 
fore understand our feeling that American interests would be best 
served if he-will be good enough to cooperate with the Immber Division 
in encouraging any American lumber firms whom he does not kmow to sub- 
mit bids. 


For the Consul's information, a list of the bids tendered at the 
November 17 adjudication have been received in this Country and also 
through different sources we have been informed of the allocation of 
one cargo to the Pacific Coast, apparently for a Canadian firm from 
Canosa, one cargo to Turkey and the readvertisement of the balance.

Gentlemen : 

Reference is made to your correspondence with Binney, 
Berg an@ Company Of this city, regarding tenders which 
are being called for by the Meyptian State Railways for 
the supply of 615,000 standard guage eleepers and 12, 700 
orossings, I desire to inform you that this office has 
beeh efvieed by the local firm that in a recent cable 
you have expressed your intention of making an offer for 
the supply of this material, and in this connection have 
Gesired further parSiculars. Copies of lettersaddressed 
to you on the third and eighth of this month by Messrs. 
Bimey, Borg & Company have been euhidi ted to this office, 
together with the telegraphic correspondence which hag pes- 
wed between your houses. 

When it came to the knowledge of this Consulate. that 
your firm had decided to make an offer in connection with 
these important contracts, it wee decided to present various 
questions touching these contracts to the proper authorities 
of the Egyptian State Railways with a view to eliminating 

as

as far as possible thé di¢fioultios which have prevented 
American firms heretofore from scouring this business. In 
your behalf, therefore, I have taken the opportunity of inter- 
viewing personelly Mr. G.H.Griffith, Acting General Manager, 
ana Majer B. George Griffin, Secretary General of the Bgypt- 
iam State Railways in Caire; and take pleasure in reporting 
te you the results of the interviews: 

It may be first observed that the actual management of the 
Bgyptian State Reillways is directed by competent Englishmen, 
who are persons of utter responsibility, and eminently capable 
in the administrative duties of their office. This fact, it 
ig thought, may have some bearing upon the question of the 
practicability of Americen firma’ entering into contracts 
abroad involving lerge sums; and may indicate partially, in 
this specific instance, the business capacity of the parties 
with whom you contemplate dealing. 

Regarding 4hei matter of reducing the period of your offer 
from forty days to seven, I was informed by the General Manager 
that your tender could contain the stipulation that your 
effer is for acceptence before the expiration of seven days, 
and that it could be renewed by you telegraphioally for a 
further peried ef seven or ten days, according as you should 
choose, ana so on to the date when final decision would be 
made. In the meantime if you were unable, on account of the 
fluctuation 


fluetuation of freight rates, to offer the seme C.I.P. price, 
your quotation could be advaneed in accordance with the in- 
crease of freight rates. ‘The General Manager observed, however, 
that in case freight rates decreased and you were inclined to 
offer a price slightly lower then that originally qoted, your 
subsequent offers could not be entertained if lower then the 
minimem first qoted. The reason for this is obvious. 

Your offer valid for seven days (and it may be suggested that 
ten deys or fifteen would be more practicable, if you could 
obtain fixsm freight rates for this longer period) would only 
be renewed by you if it should be found upon opening the bids 
on November 17th that your prices were the lowest ani your dates 
of Ge@livery the earliest of those presmtet. The General 
Manager stated that on opening the tenders on Novernber 17th, 
when offers are made yublic, your agents would be in a position 
te inform you whether or not your conditions were in the running; 
end it is consequently apparent that a bid quoting prices (6.I.F. 
for seven days would fully serve the purpose. If your bids 
were lower by « small margin than those offered. by your con- 
petiters, you would still have an epportunity after the ex- 
piration of the seven days to raise your prices almest to those 
of the next lowest bidder. As to these murgins you would be 
fully informea by your agent. | 

The question of deliveries was also brought up in the intervier.

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I learned thay the Bgyption Government has appropriated suf- 
ficient funds available anring ‘the provent fiscal year ending 
March 31, 1926 to pay for the material now desired; and te 
management, in order to use the appropriations of the current 
fiscal year, is cspecially anxious to get these sleepers at the 
earliest possible date. If deliveries could be guaranteeg for 
the months of January, February and March of next year, I an 
confident that this would be an important factor in securing the- 
_ eontract. Inportant works of renewing the lines have been intér- 
rupted on account of not having secured the materials required.

The Consul states that a letter regarding railroad ties from the) A\>> 


Red River Lumber Company had been referred to Binney Borg lumber - 
who have already communicated with the Red River Immber Company regarding 
tie business. Apparently this correspondence has been in connection with 
the October tie tender of the Egyptian State Railways. 


Last Spring, the Alexandria Consulate was instrumental in making a 
connection between Binney Borg & Company and the Niedemeyer Martin lumber 
Company, Portland, Oregon, for the purpose of entering the bid of the 
latter firm in the May 1 adjudication for ties for the Egyptian State 


Railways. 


/ It was understood by the lumber Division that the connection between 
Binney Borg & Company and the Niedemeyer Martin Lumber Company was to be 
continuous in respect to bids on tie tenders. If our understanding is 
correct, competition between American firms in respect to dealing through 
one agent may have been brought about by the new tentative connection 
between Binney Borg & Company and the Red River Iumber Company. 


The Lumber Division has had several occasions .to be grateful to 
Consul Geist for his very timely and prompt advice on different matters. 
In the present case, we know that he is actuated only by a desire to 
serve American firms. However, he is operating at a distinct dis- 
advantage in not being acquainted rith the different American firms, not 
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kmowing the character of their business, the kinds of wood they produce, or 
their ability to get out the material in question. For Consul's information, 
the Niedemeyer Martin Iumber Company is an enterprising but small firm of 
brokers, while the Red River Lumber Company is one of the largest and most 
substantial lumber manufacturers and owners of large timber areas. On the 

- other hand, the Niedemeyer Martin Company is located in the Douglas fir region, 
while the Red River Lumber Company is in a region where California white pine 
predominates with some little Douglas fir. There is no question as to the 
ability of the Red River lumber Company to carry out any contract it may make, 
but so few Douglas fir ties can be produced in California in comparison to the 
quantity that can be produced in Oregon and Washington that it does not seem 
to us in the Iumber Division quite the right thing to do to apparently 
encourage the Red River Lumber Company in connection with Egyptian tie tenders. 


Consul Geist will have noticed from our letters acknowledging his July 31 
cable on the October tie tender that we were passing the information on 
especially to lumber firms that have agents in Egypt or Douglas fir firms on 
the Pacific Coast that could arrange such representation. 


We are well acquainted with the Red River Lumber Company and know that 
they have not paid much attention to exporting and are consequently inexperienced 
in export matters. We have been working with them for several months on the 
proposition of lining up their trade in various foreign markets. We have the 
feeling that despite their long success in the domestic trade they have not as 
yet had sufficient experience in the export field to do business in Egypt. 


I have written above at some length for the purpose of pointing out to 
Consul Geist our reasons for asking that he refer such inquiries in the future 
to the Iumber Division, unless there is a time element. Assuming that Binney 
Borg and Company is a good agent, confidentially it is to be regretted that 
they have been connected with the Niedemeyer Martin Iumber Company, which is 
only a small broker not previously kmown to have handled any large orders. 

The lumber Division maintains a confidential file of American lumber exporters 
and their foreign agents and uses this file, without disclosing existing con- 
nections, in arranging additional agency connections for American exporters. 
In this work, we always avoid any action that would give one foreign agent two 
or more American shippers of the same product, because this would only bring 
about competition between these American firms, . 


I am sure that Consul Geist will see that it will be for the best interest 
of American business if such inquiries might hereafter be referred to the 


Iumber Division.

"SENTINEL" TRACTCRS-A SUCCESSFUL EXPERIUUNT. 

During 1925 the Egyptian Delta Light Railway held a meeting 
in order to debate and decide some policy concerning the motor 
car competition and to the improvement of the public highways 
in Egypt which fosters it. It was decided to introduce rail 
motors to meet this competition by running a more frequent and 
economical service, and "Sentinel" tractors had been adopted 
as being the type best suited to meet requirements. Twelve of 
these were shipped to Egypt, the intention being, if they proved 
a success, to increase the numbers. The results of the ex- 
periment have borne out anticipations, and, notwithstanding 
the improved public roads and competition of motor-cars, and 
the shortage of money in the hands of the fellaheen, the com- 


pany carried some 1,288,918 more passengers than during the 


previous year, which according to the general manager in Egypt 


is undoubtedly due to the introduction of a more frequent | 
vice, which was rendere@ possible by the twelve nevw "Sent: 


tractors from Mngland. With so few of these tractors, it has 
only been possible at present to institute their service over 
small sections of the system--namely, in the Behera district, 
where four tractors are running, in the Fastern district, with 
elght tractors, and in the Gharbieh district, wit! two tractors. 
The agent and general manager reports that where these tractors 
are being run in the Eastern district the company is holding 

its own with the passenger stearers. In the Behera province 

the advent of the tractors is badly hitting the road motor 
service but, in order to effect this the rsilway has been forced 
to cut rates, in one section to as low sas the pre-war level. An 
order has now been placed witi: the "Sentinel" Waggon Works, Ltd., 
for 24 tractors, which should have been ready for shipment by 
August 1926 but the coal strike will delay delivery though they 
may be in service in time for the busy season, which begins in 
october 1926. 

TRAMWIC RECEIPTS. 

During the year under review the Egyptian Delta Light Rail- 
way carried 7,968,584 passengers, as compared with 6,679,666 
during the previous year, and gross receipts from this source 
were & 231,595, eas compared with & 227,632 an increase of 
& 3,963. Goods traffic also improved, the total lifted being 
582,158 tons, an increase of 51,941 tons, the gross receipts 
being & 129,247 against & 128,610, an increase of & 637.

whitch made it necessary for passenrers to change cars 
at Luxor from a comfortable Buropean train with sleeping 
and dining cars to a small day train. 

The trip from Luxor to Assouan of 130 miles was slow 
and dusty and took seven and one half hours when running 
on schedule, aside from the time required for changing 
cars at Luxor. 

Work on the building of a proper road-bed and widen- 
ing the gage to the Egyptian standard of 4 feet, 8 1/2 
inches was commenced last winter and is now nearing com- 

pletion. 

Beginning November lst trains will have regular 

schedules from Cairo to Agssouan direct, covering the 
548 miles in seventeen and one half hovrs instead of 
twenty-one and one half hours as at the present time. 
This shortens the journey by four hours: The trip from 
Cairo to Luxor of 418 miles will still take twelve and 
three quarters hours, the stop in Luxor will be reduced 
by one hour, and the journey of 130 miles from Iuxor to 
Agsouan will be reduced by three hours. 

Regular trains and de luxe trains now on the Sairo- 
Luxor run will cover the Cairo-Luxor-Assouan run and greatly 
simplify and facilitate travel to and from the South. This 
improvement in schedule will lead, in the near future, to a 
chance in December in the 4ssouan (Shellal) to Fhartoum boat 
and train service, by which the journey from Cairo to Xhar- 
toum will be reduced by three hours.

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A futther stage in the development of the resources of 
the Sudan is the Kassala—Gederef railroad extension, work 
on which is about to be started by the Suden Government. 
The extension, which may later be prdlonged to Makwar to 
join up with the El Obeid-Khartum line, is a commercially 
strategic line, with a double importance for the Sudan, 

At present a single line track from Port Sudan, the 
direct outlet to the sea, is the only link, by way of 
Atbara, Khartum and El Obeid, withfA the produce of the 
interior. As the schemes for the material development | 

of 


of the country have progressed the line has had to cope 
With an ever incrersing import and export>»traffic, the 
former consisting of the material required for the incoi- 
dental new works, the latter in the shape of cotton, gum, 
crushed nuts, etce 

To double the present track from Khartum to Port Sudan, 
apart from its cost, would be in the nature of a luxury 
when there are great trects of potentially valuable 
country to the south which call for money to develop 
them. Therefore the Government has decided on the Kassala- 
Gedaref extension as a first»etep towerds the solution of 
its railroad problem. 

The two heaviest loads which the Sudan Government 
railroads have to carry are cotton and gum. The Khartum 
Port Sudan track is the most convenient for the export of 
cotton. The main producing areas of gum, however, sre in 
Kordofan, with El Obeid as the center of trade, and the 
south west corner of Kassala Province, with centers at 
Gedaref and Gallabat. Hitherto the whole weight of the 
transport of gum has fallen on the Khartum-Port Sudan line. 
The El Obeid crop has gone right through and the Kassala 
production has been transported by the two rivers, the 
Bahad and the Dinder, and by roed,camel borne. 

The new extension will enable the latter at least to be 
diverted to the shorter ahd easier route of the Kassala 
railroad; and when conditions Warrant the prolongation 
of the line to Makwar, it will be possible also fon the 
Bl Obeid output to be carried to Pyrt Sudan dy,. feacala,” 
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relieving the overburdened KhartumPort Sudan line. 

An important point will be the opening up of the zone 
through which the extension will pess. It wes a thickly 
populated, thriving district a hundred years ago; now it 
is almost desetted. The revivel of agriculture which will 
follow more convenient communications and an increase of 
populstion will affect the whole of the Sudan. The Geda-- 
ref district has e comparatively good rainfall. Durra 
used to be grown prolbfically. The opening up should 
result not only in the production of cotton for sale, but 
aid in making the Suden self—supporting in as far as the 
neceesities of life are concerned. Durra is the staple 
food of the Sudanese, and the beneficial results of the 
development ef food supplies within the country are 
epparent. At the moment one of the chief responsibilities 
of the Suden Government is to preserve a balance between 
the paying cultivation of cotton, snd the invisible asset 
of the production of foodstuffs for home consumtione
